HUNDREDS OF THOUSANDS, 
HE MAKES A CLEAN BREAST OF IT. 


How Smith Worked His Scheme to Raise 
Money by Raising Figures on Pa- 
per—Other Criminal News, 

New Yorx, November 16.—Albert. H. 
Smith, junior partner in the brokerage tirm of 
Mills, Robeson & Smith, at 96 Broadway, is @ 
prisoner at police headquarters, charged with 
over seventy forgees, aggregating 850,000. 
‘Smith has acknowledged his guilt to Inspector 
Byrnes, and has turned over all his property 
‘to W. A. Watson, for the benefit of his credi- 
tors. The discovery of the forgeries, which 
cover a period of six years, Was aceldentally 
made, Saturday morning, by a stock clerk in 
the employ of Mills, Robeson & Smith. 

SMITH CONFESSES. 4 | 

In his confession, Smith says he Rsed the 
money obtained by his forgeries to reintburse 
customers of the firm who had lost money on 
his suggestions. Before’ his arrest, hé mads a 
clean breast of his doings to his assoqlates of 
the firm. Although the case is not yes cam- 
plete, Inspector Byrnes, aware of the exciled 
condition of the money markét, and fearing 
that the matter might be used by Wall greet 
sharps, determined to make public tie real 
facts of the case. Smith’s method was some- 
thing akin to that of Bedell, clerk of the frm 
of Shipman, Choate & Laroque, who wa® sent 
to prison for a long term recently. 
The loss resulting from Smith’s misdoings will 
fall upon the firm of Mills, Robeson & Smith, 
which has been in existence since 1872, and 
which has been held in the highest repute. 

HOW SMITH WORKED HIS SCHEME. 

About six years ago Smith became em)bar- 
rassed, and, to save himself, adopted a schéme 
which has led to his downfall. His plan  jras 
quick and simple. He,would buy ven, eight 
or nine shares of first-class stock, and, by @dd- 
ing ciphers and the letters ‘‘ty’’ raise the otder 
to seventy, eighty or ninety shares. These he 
would deposit with the firm as a pfivate 
account, and thus made his partners responsible. 

The shares were, in the course of time, 
hypothecated with the Union Trust Company, 
United States Trust Company, Central Trust 
Company, Chemical bank, Phenix bank, 


Mechanics bank, Fourth National bank, Nas- . 


sau Bank of Brooklyn, and Russell Sage, until 
the amounts secured reached between $20,000 
and $30,000 in each case. 

THE FORGERIES DISCOVERED; 

Smith’s forgeries might have continned in- 
definitely if the stock clerk, W. A. Watson, 
had not discovered that: the figures turned in 
by Smith on Saturday had been raised. 

An investigation followed, and showed ‘that 
Smith had purchased but seven shares instead 
of seventy, as appeared on the face of the cer- 
tificate. Thisled toan overhauling of the 
books of the firm, and then all came to light,

army which President Bogran has been rapidly 
gathering from all portions of the couitry at 
his headquarters at Tamara, and he is in full 
possession of the capital city, with the excep- 
tion of one barrack, where the remnant of thie 
defeated army is closely imprisoned. If any 
of the rebel leaders escape death it will be 
through the clemency of the president. 

The president, with his army, started and 
marched upon fhe capital from Tamara, 
driving in all’the scouts and the advance 
guards, and clesing in on the pickets of 
Sanchez. 

At times the skirmishing was very bloody. 
Ambushes were frequent and effective, owing 
to the brush-covered country aiding stch 
movements. Sharpshooters also did good 
service for Bogran, picking off the eneimy’s 
soldiers in large numbers. ‘The skirmishing 
was kept up until after nightfall, and neither 
side lighte fires at midnight. 

At daybreak Bogran, with perhaps 2,000 
soldiers, advanced upon the capital. Sanchez 
had all the approaches guarded with artillery, 
which did effective work. Three pieces com- 
manded the main highway to Tamara, with a 
large reserve of infantry in the rear. This 
osition was charged several times by Bogran’s 
loosen before it was earried.

TWO SURVIVORS OF THE SERPENT 


Relate Their Horrible Experience in the 
Wreck of the Vessel on the Rocks 
~The Swim for Life. 


Coruna, November 16.—Tho British gun- 
boat Lapwing brought the Serpent's survivors 
to Coruna today. An Associated Press cor- 


respondent boarded the Lapwing on her ar-— 


rival and had an interview with one of the 
survivors, named Burton, who said the Serpent 
struck a covered rock about 10:30 o’clock on 
Monday night, the weather veifig dirty, but 
not foggy. All hands were below except the 
officers and six watehmen. 

Immediately after the shock all who were 
below rushed to the deck. The crew obeyed 
the orders of the officers and there was no 
panic. 

A large boat was soon iowered, but it was 
smashed to pieces and the oceupants perished. 
It then became evident that it would be use- 
less to lower the other boats. An attempt to 
throw acable ashore failed. Meanwhile men 
were being washed overboard. Burton saw 
one wave wash two men over. 

JUMPING INTO THE SEA. 

About an hour after the Serpent struck the 
captain gave the men leave tosave themselves 
as they thought best. Burton jumped over- 
board, having a life belt around his waist, as 
had all the men on watch. Nobody followed 
him. After swimming for two hours, battling 
with immense waves all the time, he reached 
low water and landed exhausted, although his 
only injury is a slight abrasion of the leg. 

The night was pitch-dark. After resting 
a while he met Luzon, another survivor, and 
together they walked to a coast village, two 
miles from the scene of the wreck, whence 
some of the villagers conveyed them to Cama- 
rinas. Burton feels quite well now. While 
at Camarinas he identified many corpses that 
had been washed ashore. F 

ANOTHER SURVIVOR TALKS. 

Luzon was too ill to be on deck and was 
found below. He sat upin bed and chatted 
gayly with the correspondent. He confirmed 
Burton’s story. Luzon was washed overboard 
half an hour after the shock of the ship. strik- 
ing the rock. He was withouta life pre- 
server. He tried with all his strength to 
avoid the spot where he heard the sea beating 
on some rocks. After beingin the water an 
hour he reached calm water. After fle had 
-anded on the sand, he discovered that a piece 
of flesh had been torn out of his leg. He did 
net know how he had sustained the injury, as 
he had not felt any pain before landing. 
When he walked every step seemed more pain- 
ful. Luzon remained conscious, however, and 
is now improving. 

Both Burton and Luzon say they believe 


P that the Serpeng deviated from her course, 


owing to the weather. 

‘They state that the moment Cape Villand 
light was sighted, the serpent struck. The 
Fight was Yery faint. Burton says he thinks 
that the Serpent sank soon aiter -he left. 
When the Lapwing lef: the vicinity of the 
disaster forty-eight bodies of the victims had 
been buried, many without being recognized. 
A majority of the victims were not drowned, 
but were killed by being dashed against the 
rocks. Gould, a third survivor, is very ill, 
suffering from high fever, and could not be 
interviewed. 

Coruna, November 16.—The evidence of 
the survivors of the wrecked Cruiser Serpent, 
goes to show that the light of the villag elight- 
house had not been seen by the lookout on the 
Serpent, althowgh the light is usually visible 
for fourteen miles. It is believed that the 
Serpent’s compass was affected by iron in the 
reef and that astronomical observations were 
impossible owing to the bad state of the 
weather. A Spanish gunboat which yesterday 
passed the scene of the disaster, found no trace 
of the Serpent. A body washed ashore today, 
supposed to be the commander of the Serpent. 


THE PITIFUL STORY 


Ofa Young Woman Who Arrived in Nash- 
ville Saturday. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., November 16.—[Spe- 
cial.|—An attractive young woman, scarcely 
seventeen years of age, alighted from the 
Northwestern train when it pulled into the 
union depot yesterday morning and attracted 
attention by her evident embarrassment. 
When approached she gave hername as Laura 
Brennan, of Memphis, and after some hesita- 
tion told a pitiful tale of the periidy of a man 
claiming Nashville as his home. She claimed 
to live with her sister, where the man con- 
cerned was 2 frequent visitor. While alone 
with him one evening he assaulted her and by 
threats compelled her silence. He induced 
her to leave Memphis with him last evening, 
ostensibly to visit his family here, but aficr 
getting her on the train he informed her of his 
intention of taking her to Chattanooga, where 
he claimed to have work. She positively re- 
fused to accompany him, and fearing exposure, 
he abandoned her between Memphis and 
Nashville, and when she arrived here she was 
without money or friends. Miss Brennan was 
furnished with a pass to Memphis and started 
for home touvight.

Keport of the New Orleans Exchange for the 
Week. 

New ORLEANS, November &5.--Secretary Hes- 
ter’s weekly New Orleans cotton exchange atate- 
ment issued today shows another week of over 
400,000 balés bronght into sight, carrying the 
amount of this crop marketed 391,000 past the 
3,000,000 mark. The week’s total, while sughtiy 
under last week, is larger by 37,799 bales than for 
the corresponding seven days of last year. North- 
ern Spinners have continued in the market freely 
and including 69,957 bales shipped to them 
overland, they have taken 120,165 halesin excess 
over this week iast year of 22,414, bringing 
theirtotal for the season thus far 163,260 bales 
more than the corresponding seventy-tive days of 
lust year. The amount of the crop brought imto 
sight during the week ending last night is 405,044, 
against 365,215 for the corresponding seven days 


of last year, making the total thus farfor the sea- 


gon to date 3,390,613, against 3,063,754, an increase 
over last year of 326.859. ; 

The movement Since September ist shows: 
Receipts, at all United States ports 2,667,420, 
against 2,465,691 last year. Overland, acros#@ the 
Mississippi, Ghio and Potomac rivers to northern 
mills and Canada, 285,701, against 235,728; interior 
stocks in excess of those held at the close of the 
last commercial year 206,412, against 230,500; 
southern mill takings 131,080, against 131,835. 

Foreign exports thus far for the season have been 
81,979,900 against $1,348,656 last year, an increase 
of $131,504. This indicates a loss during the past 
seren days in excess,as shown at the clese of 
last week, of $7,364. Total takings of American 
mili, north and south, thus far for the 
season haye been $817,208 
last year. These include $681,590 
northern spinners against ‘518,330. Stocks at the 
seaboard and leading southern interior centers 
are now 37,829 than at this date last year.

GriFrFin, Ga., Nov. 16.—[Special.]—Dave 
Berry, colored, about twenty-five years old, is 
in the Spaulding: county jail charged with 
inveighing. 

About one month ago Dave Berry went to 
the home of Chaney Redmon, in East Griffin, 
and carried off Mary Brown, a mulatto girl 
about thirteen or fourteen years old, and the 
girl has never since been heard from. Chaney 
Redmon raised the girl from infancy and was 
her guardian. Several days passed 
and Charlotte became anxious about 
her missing ward, and went to Dave 
Berry and demanded the whereabouts of the 
girl. Not receiving any satisfactory informa- 
tion, she swore out a warrant against Berry 
for inveigling, upon which he was arrested 
and placedin jail. This has been two weeks 
ago, and still nothing has been heard from 
Mary Brown. The girl was in a delicate con- 
dition, and it is thought that Berry, in order 
to cover up his crime, has committed a still 
greater one by carrying the girl off and mur- 
dering her. ; 

Your reporter called on one of our offi- 
cers today, who is working up 
the case, and from him we learn 
that Dave Berry says hecarried the girl from 
Chaney Redmon’s home to gne Simon Cole’s, 
who lives near the experimental station, and 
went back there on the day following and she 
was still there. Hesaid further that Simon 
Cole says he has never seen the girl, and that 
Berry never carried her there, and tnoat he 
knows nothing whatever about her. The 
whole thing is shrouded in mystery, and Dave 
Berry will be held responsible for the forth- 
coming of Mary Brown or pay the penalty of 
death for her murder, as this is thought to be 
the true status of the case. 

It is rumored that Berfy says he will hang 
before he will tell of her whereabouts. 

Chaney Redmon has been seen by THE Con- 
STITUTION, and this is what she says: 

‘Five weeks ago tonight Dave Berry came to 
my house and carried off Mary Brown about 
10 o’clock, while I wasup town, and he (Berry) 
says he carried her to Simon Cole’s, above the 
experimental statton. Berry told me this on 
Sunday night following, in the pres- 
ence of three other women. I went immedi- 
ately to Simon Cole’s house, accompanied by 
two other women, and when I reached them 
was surprised to hear Simon say that no such 
girl had been there, or any other girl. I re- 
turned home, and on the next day I went and 
swore out the warrant for Dave Berry, and it 
was two weeks besore he could be caught. I 
have tried every way I know how to 
find my ward, but have failea_ to 
hear anything from her.”’ 

‘‘When asked what she thought about the 
matter she said: ‘I am afraid he has carried 
her off and murdered her.’ Chaney ‘further 
said: ‘When threatened with arrest Berry 
said he would swear he did carry her, Mary 
Brown, off before 10,000 people, if necessary.’ 
While in jail he called me and said if I would 
have him released he would go and hunt 
Mary, if it took him a month to find her.”

IN A FLORIDA VILLAGE. 


SEVERAL MEN FILLED WITH LEAD 


Cause of the Disturbance—A Negro Empties 
His Pistol at a Clerk—The Fire Returned 
and the War Is On. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., November 16.—A very 
serious shooting affray occurred yesterday at 
Riddick, & small town on the Florida Southern 
railway, fifteen miles north of Ocala. George 
Sanders, a white man, crazed with whisky, 
went into E., P. Hagard’s store, and aftes 
flourishing a revolver around very carelessly 
and defiantly, fired a shot at Ned Rony, one of 
the clerks employed there. 

The shotdid not takeeffect. T. R. Williams . 
and John Friday, who were standing near, 
thereupon rushed at Sanders, and aftera des 
perate struggle of five minutes succeeded in 
disarming him. A negro who camein just as 
the scuffle began, and had no idea of 
the cause of it, rushed across the street te 
Sanders’s store ang@ told his brother Bob that 
two white men wefe trying tokill George. Bob 
seized his gun and rushed to Hagard’s store. 

INDISCRIMINATE SHOOTING. 
He began firing right and left at random. 
Two shots hit Williams, and he fell mortally 
wounded. *-Another struck a young negro and 
he fell dead. Still another hit John Friday, 
but did not make a serious wound. 

The last shot struck a negro woman who 
came in a rear door, haying had no intimation 
of what was going on inside. She is not badly 
hurt. During the firing, George Sanders 
escaped from his captors and rushed 
out of the front door, when a charge of bird- 
shot from an unknown assailant was 
lodged in his scalp and  fadé mak- 
ing only slight flesh wounds. A min- 
ute ljater, BobrSanders, having exhausted 
his ammunition, turned to go out of the store, 
but some one in the rear—nobody knows 
who—fired a charge of buckshot at him. It 
was lodged in hisside, abdomen and loins, 
and he fell to the ground in a dead faint. 

About this time the whole population (about 
250) wasin the streets and the wildest excite- 
ment prevailed. Somebody got the telegraph 
operator at the railroad station 
to wire to Ocala for help, but 
George Sanders heard of it and threatened the 
life of the operator if he sent any more -mes- 
sages. The young man left his instrument 
and went home; consequently there was no 
news from Riddick until after 2 o’clocks this 
morning. 

LODGED IN JAIL. 

After dark, Deputy Sheriff Sellers arrived 
from Ocala with a posse of twenty-two men. 
He arrested George Sanders and subsequently 
lodged himin jail at Ocala. Bob was sent 
there in charge of a physician with a sheriff's 
guard. He will probably dio within twenty- 
four hours. Quiet was at last restored and 
the sheriff and posse returned to Ocala early 
this morning. 

Williams, the first man shot by Bob Sanders, 
lingered until 1 o’clock today, when he .died 
in great agony. He was a very prominent cit- 
izen of the county. Of the two Sanders 
brothers, George is a merchant and Bob a rail- 
road contractor. Both are highly respected 
citizens. 

There was the wildest excitement in Ocala 
from 5 o’clock yesterday till long after mid- 
night, and a report was circulated that a race 
ditticulty was taking place in Riddick, and the 
Ocala Rifles were called eut to proceed there 
if needed. 

All is quiet today. 
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HE KILLED HIS WIFE 
And Eloped With Another Woman—An 
Alabama Tragedy. 
BIRMINGHAM, Ala., November 16.— 
[Special.|—At- Woodlawn, s suburb of this 


city, three miles out, Henry Saunders, a 


negro, killed his wife at 11 o’clock last night 
in a most sensational manner. Saunders had 
for some time been intimate with a woman of 
ill repute, and recently moved her into a cot 
tage near his home, which he furnished 
nicely. Saunders’s wife threatened to have 
the woman arrested unless she left the town. 
Last night the woman and Saunders went to 
he latter’s house. Entering the room where 
Saunders’s wife was alone with her children, 
he drew a pistol and shot her dead. His mis- 
tress stood by and, it is said, urged him on. 
When they had satisfied themselves that the 
woman was dead Saunders and his mistress 
left the honse together, leaving two little 
children in the roown with @he body of the 
murdered woman. They have not yet been 
captured. 


A BLACK RUSE. 


A Negro Organizes a Gang of Train 
Robbers. 


BrrMINGHAM, Ala., November 16.—[Spe 
cial.]—A black Rube Burrows was captured 
near this city today and jlodged in jail here 
tonight. His name is Tobe Jackson and he is 
wanted for burglary, highway robbery and 
conspiracy to rob and murder. Jackson had 
organized a band of negro robbers and they 
had planned to rob and murder a railroad 
contractor who was going out tomorrow with 
$3,000 to pay off his men. 

Several negroes who had been asked to join 
the band deetined to do so and gave the officers 
informaticn which led to Jackson’s arrest. To 
the negroes he wanted to join him Jackson 
declared he inherited the spirit of Rube Bur- 
rows, the dead train robber, and if they would 
follow him they could steal loads of money 
and never be caught. He and-his band have 
been robbing freight cars in the railroad yards 
and committing several highway robberies,

SHOT FROM A CAR. 


A BOLD ATTEMPT TO ROB THE GEOR- 
GIA RAILROAD EXPRESS. 


The Third Time Within a Week—An Fx- 
press Messenger Shoots a Man from 
His Car--The Particulars. 


Another desperate attempt to rob the ex- 
press on the Georgia railroad is reported. 

The affair occurred, according to the report, 
last Saturday night about 1 o’clock just before 
the north-bound train from Augusta reached 
Camack, in Warren county. 

The train left Augusta at 11 o’clock at night 
and is duein Atlanta at 6 o’clock tho next 
morning. 

This same train was robbed of great sums of 
money just one week ago to the night, and 
in the place of the express messenger who 
was then robbed, Mr. Corput had been in- 
stalled. — - 

The story of attempted robbery is told by 
himself, and was given to a CONSTITUTION 
reporter last night by railroadmen who were 
on the same train. 

THE POSTAL CLERK. 

Mr. C. E. Turner is the postal clerk on the 
train that came up from Augusta Saturday 
night. 

‘Last night I was at work in my division of 
the car,’’ he said, ‘‘when the sudden firing of 
pistols in the other end of the car rung out in 
three loud and rapid shots. 

“I rushed into the express division 
asked Corput what on earth was up. 

‘He was standing in the door with his back 
to me, and with a pistol in his hand. 

“"*Why,’ said he, ‘the scoundrel has been 
at his work again, but I tixed him this time, 

FACE TO FACE. 

“‘Corput then told ine that he had been sit- 
ting on his safe when he felt the cool air rush 
in on him, and Jooking up, was face to face 
with a man who held a pistol in his 
hand ready to blow his brains out, to all ap- 
pearances. He said he instantly grabbed his

‘pistol and fired at the man, who returned the 


shot, sending a bullet through his cap, and 
me the hole of the bullet. 

“He said when hg fired again the man fell 
on his kneesin the door and crawled back- 
wards out of the car almost as quickly as ‘it 


| takes to tell it. ¥ . 


“The train was moving at the:rate of about 
thirty miles an hour, and Corput thinks 
the fellow fell off the car steps wounded. He 
didn’t get any money. 

“Corput showed me blood on the floor 
and builet holes in the car. He says 
the fellow was a ‘handsome = man. 
well dressed and with a dark moustache. At 
Camack Corput telegraphed for detectives 
from Atlanta, and he went down there. with 
them yesterday morning to see what can be 
found of the man. 

Nothing has been heard from the detectives 
at work, except the following dispatch from 
Augusta. 

The News in Augusta. 

Aveusta, Ga., November 16.—Last Sunday 
both night trains on the Georgia road between 
Augusta and Atlanta were robbed of express 
inaiter. Last night the train from here to At- 
lanta met the same fate. Express Messenger 
Corput, of Atlanta, whois in place of one of 
the messengers who were robbed, was in the 
Above Messina aman en- 
tered and commanded him to apen the-safe. 

There are two stories of the robbery. One 
is that Corput refused tu compiy, at the same 
time drawidg his revolver, whereupon the

Anothor account of the affair is that the rob- 
ber covered the messenger with his pistol and 
commanded-him to open the safe and hand 
out the money, which Corput proceedod to do. 

Quicklydrawing his pistol, while appar- 
ently obeying the robber, he reached around 
to his leit side and fired gthroughj his coat, 
hitting the man, who in turn fired, sending a 
ball through the messenger’s hat, and fied. The 
condition of theguound along where the robbery 
occurred, is soft, and and trainmen say that the 
man couldnot have jumpod* without leaving 
footprints and evidences of where he landed, 
but none are to be found. The whole affair is 
wrapped in the mystery,as robbers of last week’s 
trains haye not been arrested, butit is reported 
that they have been spotted and wero ftraced 
to Augusta yesterday. 

A DETECTIVE DIES. 

Last night Reeves Turnell, of Greensboro, 
Ga., who saw suspicious parties on the trains 
which were robbed last week, died of conyes- 
tion of the bowels at the Arlington hotel. He 
had been sick but a couple of days, and was 
in the city for the purpose of assisting the de- 
tectives to spot the robbers.
